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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: A minimum numeric amount of change is 
disclosed in Day (US Patent 6,311,274) where an alert is given when the temp exceeds the threshold value by 10. The amount of change 
is the difference between two values. Thus 10 (the difference between the threshold temp and the alert temp) is an amount of 
change. Further Day and Lui et al. (Us Patent 5,337,413) teach a subsystem that monitors and reports a numeric value. Nakashima et al. 
(Us 6,470,385) is used in combination to simply teach the reporting of a result at the expiration of a time period. The features of claim 61 
and 69 are within a dependent claim and thus would not render the entire application allowable..
